Medici in the Piazza Madama, all' 


the train of both the Legates being 
aſſembled togerher, the Cardinall o 
Toſcan gavethem ſo ſplendid a coll;- 
ion, and abounding with ſuch exqui- 
fire meats, that ic might have b:en 
compared to a ſumptuous and royall 
dinner. He kep't open houſe, and 

rofuſely diſtribured bread, wine, 
Heh, and ſweer meats, to all thar 
were there, though they were not of 
the train. 

After that, the Cvalcata of the 
Legares advanced, which for the great 
quality, and condition of the Perſons 
there preſent, and the rich cloarhs; 
and liveries, with which they appzar'd, 
was extreamly remarkable, and come 
mendable.

very handſome, eſp=cially by the wa-

She hath a high forehead , and 
ſpatious, with a fine and pleaſins 
mouth, her haire ſeeming curled and 
browne.

She" arrived in' Rowe after two 
hours inthe night, accompanyed by

Torches. She came in at the gate

Captain of the Dutch-men, wuh 
many of rhe Swirzers of his Holt- 
neſſes Guard, who attended on her 
afterwatds. She alighred art the Va- 
tican on the fide of the Garden of 
Belvedere, where by my Lord Far 
neſethe Popes Steward, and his Ho- 
linefſes domefiick Prelates, ſhe was 
mer and received at the. foot of che 
Rairs in the plain of the Garden, 
whence her Majeſty was condutted 
to her appatram2nr, which was moſt 
nchly furniſhr with all things. 

The people flockc thither in ſuch 
throngs, that they filled the very 
r60ms that were above, and the 
Queen beholding ſuch a multitude, 
ſaid pleaſantly jeiting,Uſe they thus, 
td enter privately into Romes 
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She no ſooner had reſted a lutle, 
bur ſhe ſent Dox Antonio della Cueva 
to defire audience of his Holineſs, 
who ſpeedily diſpatched to her my 
Lord Benvili the : Maſter . of his 
Chamber, a Prelare of great quality, 
artended by all of the Privy Cham- 
ber, and ſeverall other Gentlemen, 
At the head of theGregorsan Gallery 
he met the Queen,who was comi 
in haſt berween the rwo Cardinal 
Legates, where he complemented 
her Majeſty in the narfie of the 
Popegwho returning the civilicy with 
all due reſpe&t, went on towards 
his Holinefles lodgings, many of the 
Pops train going betore. 

As ſhe 2 along through ſo 
many Locgings, Chambers and 
Galieries, all illuminated with Tor- 
ches, ſhe admiring rhe valineſs of 
that great habitation, ſaid,thar ſhort 
delay was more troubleſome to her, 
than all th jonrnzy ſhe had gone, 
fince her Majelty deſired nothing 
more, than the time to ſee his Ho- 
lineſs.

royall Chaire, the Cuſhion and Lea- 
ner being of Crimſon Velver, and 
ſumptuouſly adorned with Gold. 

They diſconrſed bur little, for his 
Holineſs ſuppoſing ſhe was weary 
with her journey, cur off the: enter- 
rainment, and her Majeſty returned 
to her appartament. 

His Holmeſs afrerwards to ſhew 
her the greater reſpeR, aſſgned her 
Aaz tour 
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four Cavaliers, all his Chamberlains 
of honour, to- the end they might 
con: inually be afliſtant in her Mas 
jefties anti Chamber, which, were 
Signior Domenick Frcovacci a Gen. 
tleman of Rowe of known prudence, 
and'excellent behaviour , Horatins 
Marquis Sp44a the deſerving nephew 
ot Cardinall Bernard Spada Biſhop 
of Altano, James M1 ignan:lli a Gen- 
tleman likewiſe of Rome, and the 
Marquis Bevilacqua of Ferrara, 
whoſe nobility 1s equall ro th: 
qualities of his minde, Belides theſe 
his Holineflz likewiſe ordered, that 
five of kis demy-lance men ſhouldes 
very day wait by turns on her Ma- 
Jelty,ro wit, Captain John Leo of 
Piperno, Guido Raldo Ponti of Pee 
7K9a, thz Sergzant Major Andrew 
P 91'ni of Viterbo, and the- Captains 
A-ithony Fracaſſe of (tſena, and 
NMarcys C251: TE of Candia, all Per 
ſons of worth and yalour, who exec- 
cured th-QAr places yery well. 

The following morning -. the 
Queen aroſe berimes, as ſhe ufed ro 
do, and went into th: Garden MEE 
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ſhe walked with my Lord Acar.g: 
his Holineſles Cupbearer,(till "ri 
ing French ro him.She deſired to ſee 
the Coach, the licrer, and chaire the 
Pope had 7 her, which were 
ſoone broughrto her, and with chem 
came Cavalier Bernsno the inventour 
of the deſigne of the figures adorn. 
ng them, Count Raymurd Mon- 
zecucce's there preſent, deſired the 
Queen to take notice of the Figures 
which ſupported the Coach-box, 
adding that they were the deſigne of 
Cavalier Bernjno.

There 
were molt rare wines, with lemmon, 
and cinnamon waters, of which when 
her Majeſty dranke, the Marquiſs 
Reatswvogli was her Cup-bearer, and 
the Duke of Terramuova preſented 
zr the Napkin. This Collation, for 
the plenty and daintines, was ſutable 
tothe Counts generoſity, who to his 
noble birth hath bm—_ the true ex= 
pzrience of military valour, Her Ma- 
jeſty was well pleaſed wich this Cava» 
liers entertainment, and highly con- 
tended ſhe had ſeen ſuch a beauri. 
full, and regular Fortreſs, . returned 
from thence to her Palace, being ſa- 
lured ar her going away, firſt by the 
Muskers of the ſquadron aforeſaid, 
and afterwards by all the Mortar-pei- 
ces, and Artillerie, at her entrance 
iaro the Calle. .

the top of it, ro put his bloody 
ſword 1nto the ſcabberd, juſt as St, 
Gregory,accompany'd by rhe Clergie 
and people of Rome, paſled by rhete 
ro £0 to St, Peters, Pope Krbane the 
eichth of glorious memory, forti- 
fy'd it with ſevera[regulat bulwarks, 
dirches, and rampards, and divers 
commodions FPabricks for the Soul- 
diers of che Gatrrſon, having beſides 
erected there a ftore-houſe tor Arms, 
and Artitlery. In the Tower of this 
Calle 1s rhe old rreaſurie, in which 
Pop? S:rtns Onintus kept his trea- 
fur2,and1s never opened, being ſeal'd 
with-rhe Popes Seale. Above there 
1s another treaſurie, in which rhe 
tripe Crown of his Holineſs is kept, 
which is feen in ſolemn proceſſions, 
bzung 
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being richly empail'd wich Jewels of 
ineit1umable value. There 1s roo the 
rreaſurie of monuments, where the 
writings of the holy Charch,ofgreat- 
eſt conſequence, are kepr, of which 
at preſent Signior Carlo (artari ad- 
yocate of the Contiftory, hath the 
keeping. There is a covered walke 
from the Vatican to this Caſlle,

Her 
Majeſty ſeem*d afterwards defirous 
ro hear a Philoſopher, and Dr. John 
Bajtift di Lezaraa Caimelite, was 
not wanting to give laudable refti- 
monies of his knowledge, whom 
Signior Giacemo Crrcio a Canoniſt 
ſucceeded, who rarely performed his 
part, and gave the Queen great ſa- 
tisfaaion. The Mathematician Dor 
Antonio Santini did the like, who 
in his demonſtration on paper, came 
down from the chair to ſatisfie her 
Majeſties curiofity, who defired to 
ſee 1t nearer her.

modious aſcents of degrees, to be 
ere&ed on the left fide capable of a- 
bout 3000. Perions, in the midſt of 
which, a magnificent great gate was 
builc o're again{t the Queens place, 
adorned with various figures, which 
being about the Queens armes, 
made a very fine proſpe&t. On the 
top of the ſaid grear Gate in four 
oreat windowes with lettifſes before 
them, was the Qurre for the Muſt- 
tians,vvho with various inſtruments, 
mad2 molt exquiſite mufick, 

In the fide of the Palace, two 
rowes of ſcaffolds were ere&ed, 
the one o're the orher, covered with 
rich tapiſtries, and ſo with propor- 
rionable ſymmerrie, from borh the 
hides rwo other ranges anſwerable, 
were extended,ſo as by an ingenious 
induſtry, that Court was reduced in- 
to the forme of a beautitull Thea- 
rer.
